THE 8AV GAT1T DVTCUBRY. 


T«rrtbl« Gtt«rvilU DlevbolUwx.

We publish a short account, bj telegraph, 


f the seizure of the steamboat '8am Gaty, 


at Sibley'a Landing, on the Missouri river, 
which was accompanied by outrages of the 
most barbarous and inhuman character. 
Ve are indebted to the Leavenworth Times 
or the subjoined details: 


Tbe steamer Sam Gaty, which arrived at 


our levee on Sunday evening, reports that 
be waa stopped at Sibley, on Saturday 
morning last, by a band of from forty to 
ixty bushwhackers, supposed to be a por- 
ion of the gang under Todd or Quantrii, 
hough at the time of the outrage in ones- 
ion, in command of a man named Clifford. 


Aa'the boat w'as passing Sibley. the pilot 


waa hailed and ordered to rnn ashore, un- 
ler a penalty of shooting, and being within 
i Jew yards of the landing, had, RO alterna 
ive but to obey. 
, , 


As tbe boat touched tbe shore, she was 


.Itnost immediately boarded and taken pos* 
lession of by the guerrillas, who roused tho 
idptain from his berth—it beint^ then about 
wo o'clock in the mornina;-—and informed 
itm that he waa for the time being a pris- 
oner. About 80 contrabands being on the 
joat, they were ordered ashore, the bush- 
whackers being surprised to find so small 
imall a number, as they had been informed 
hat there were.300; aod they expected to 
find with t them, " Parson Fisher." and 
hreateued to burn tbe boat within fifteen 
minutes unless he was produced ; but ba- 
ng apparently satisfied with the captain's 
tssurance that the parson waa not on board 
hey did not execute tbe threat. The cap- 
tain informed them that the contrabands 
were io charge of a private soldier, who 
could not, be found. 
When the negroes 


were marched ashore the captain asked the 
guerrilla leader what be intended to do 
with them. He replied. " blow their braica 


at I" 
The captain remonstrated with 


him, and finally he concluded to kill only 
he " bucks," and forthwith eight or ten 
were murdered—the rest scattering and 
tiding In the darkness. There were on 
ward eight of the Missouri militia—two of 
dct*'arren's regiment and six of Penick's. 
The guerrillas paroled tbo former, and kill 
d two and wounded 90,0 of the latter, three 
escaping. The bushwhackers kill all of 
'emck's men> that fall into thtir bands, 
Phey tben proceeded to throw overboard 
some forty-eight wagon beds, and from for- 


to seventy-five sacks of iiour and rice 
at belonged to the government. 
They robbed every man on board, and 


he safe, which contained about $600. One 
gentleman had some $500 or $600 taken 
rom him. 
The boat had a very large car- 


o, but it was not disturbed. 
The St. Joseph Herald learns the follow- 


ng additional particlaro from an eye wit- 
ness : 


The steamboat had arrived at Sibley's 


landing, where tbe channel was close to 
hore, and was hailed by some men on the 
bank, followed by the cracking of a dozen 
or more gnni,, The pilot put her in shore, 
and George Todd and about twenty-five of 
his gang of guerrillas came aboard. It 
waa almost morning, and there was no 
moon. The rebels were dressed in butter- 
not, having two of Colt's navy revolvers each 
and some as many as three and four) and 
hot-guns and rifles. Todd wore a large 
cloth'coat, with an ample'cape and flowing 
sleeves, and had also a slouched hat, which 
le soon exchanged with a passenger for a 
new light-colored beaver. 
He gave the 


command) and the work of murder -com- 
menced. 
The passengers were mostly 


adies, and the lew gentlemen wore un- 
armed. 


They first killed Oeo. M«yer by shooting 


rim in the back.

Terrible GuerrlllK 


We publish a short account, by telegraph, 


.of the seizure of tha steamboat Sam G»ty, 
at Sibley's Landing, on .the Missouri river, 
which was accompanied by outrages of the 
most! barbarous and inhuman character. 
We are indebted to the Leavenworth Times 
for the subjoined details: 


: Tbe steamer Sam Gity, which arrived at 
our levee on Sunday eveaing, reports that 
she was stopped at Sibley, .on Saturday 
morning last, by a band of 'from forty to 
sixty bushwhackers, supposed to be a por- 
tion of the gang under Todd or Quaotril, 
though at the time of the outrage in ques- 
tion, in commaiid of a man named Clifford. 


As the boat was passing Sibley, the pilot 


was hailed and ordered to ran aahore, nn- 
der. a panaky of shooting, and beiog within 
a few yards of the landing, had ao alterna- 
tive but to obey.

Aa the boat touched the shore, ehe was 


almost immediately boarded and taken pos- 
session of by the guerrillas, who roused ths 
captain from his berth—it bein^ then about 
two o'clock in the morninsf—and informed 
him that he was for the time being a pris- 
oner,; A bout BO contrabands being on. the 
boat, they .-were ordered aahore, the bush- 
whackers b«ing surprised to find so small 
small a number, as they had been informed 
that there were.SOO.j and they expected to 
find.' with, them, "Parson Fisher," and 
threatened to burn the boat within fifteen 
minutes unless he was produced ; but be- 
ing apparently satisfied with the captain's 
assurance that the parson was not onboard 
they did not execute the threat. The cap- 
tain informed them that the contrabands 
were in charge of a private soldier, who 
could not be fonad. 
When the negroes 


were marched ashore the captain asked the 
guerrilla leader what be intended to do 
with them. He replied, "blow their braics 
oat!" 
The captain remonstrated with 


him, 
and finally he concluded to kill only 


tbe " bucks," and forthwith eight or ten 
were murdered—the rest scattering and 
hiding In the darkness. There were on 
board eight of the Missouri militia—two of 
Mcb'arren's regiment and six of Penick'a. 
The guerrillas paroled the former, and kill 
ed two and woacded one of the latter, three 
escaping. The -bushwhackers kill all of 
Penick'i men that fall into their hands. 
The; then proceeded to throw overboard 
some forty-eight wagon beds, and from for- 
ty to seventy-five sacks of Hour and rice 
that belonged to the government. 


They robbed every man on board, and 


the'safe, .which contained about $600. One 
gentleman had some $500 or $GOO taken 
from him. The boat had a very large car- 
go, bat it was not disturbed. 


The St. Joseph Herald learns the follow- 


ing additional particlars from an eye wit- 
ness : -

The steamboat had arrived at Sibley's 


Landing, where tbe channel was close to 
shore, and was hailed by some men on the 
bank, followed by the cracking of a dozen 
or more ganl,; The pilot.put her in shore, 
and George Todd and about twenty-five of 
his gang of guerrillas came 'aboard.

Todd wore a large 
cloth'cbit,' with ah a'afpfe'cape and Sowing' 
sleeves, and bad aTio a slouched hat, which 
he soon exchanged with a passenger for a 
new light-colored beaver.

The passengers were mostly 


ladies, and the few gentlemen were un- 
armed. 


They first killed Geo. Meyer by shooting 


him in the back. Meyer was formerly in 
this city, and-when Col. Peabody was here 
after tbe seige of Lexington, he was in 
Major Berry's,cavalry command, acting as 
Quartermaster. For a time he was Sergeant 
Major of the 6lh cavalry, Col. Peoick.—

in the senate at Jefferson City, in writing 
up ths journal. He was a young man of 
the most -generous1 impalu«s, and will be 
mourned by a large number of men, icJio 
will avenge his death.

- He, too,} was 
a St. Joseph--b'oyy-and was formerly en- 
gaged in a stall in our city market, and at 
jne time, we think, labored for John P.

The contrabands flock here by the score, 


and are all employed by the army, thus re- 
lievinct the men of much camp duty.

was caught here. Since then the provost 
guard haa stopped every man, whether sol- 
dier or citizen, and a paaa from the provost 
marshal is the only safety of civilians. 


Gen. Rosecrans still continues tho work

NEGRO SOLDIBRS GROWING ix FAVOR.— 


An officer now at Hilton Head with his 
regiment writes, in a private letter from 
which we make the following extract, some 
very interesting particulars respecting the 
negro soldiers, which indicate a change of 
feeling among our volunteers at the south; 
" The bluck soldiers are becoming quite 


popular here. Gen. Saxtonbad a hundred 
applications in one week for positions in 
the black regiments; and I would go with 
them myself if I conld make suitable ar- 
rangements. The Maine regiments go in 
for them generally, as do all other sensible 
men. Old soldiers do not object to the ne- 
groes fighting for then, or with them; but 
some of the new ones, who never smelt 
powder or heard the whining of a shell, do 
object, and think they would prefer to do 
all the fighting themselves. But, on the 
whole, the negroes are becoming popular, 
very fast, and it is thought by experienced 
men, of good judgment, that the 1st regi- 
ment of South Carolina volunteers' is th^e 
most effective one in tbe tenth army corps, 
aud I have seen no cause to doobt it. They 
are soldiers by nature ; they, are fond of 
music, and it would do you good to see* 
them march, they keep such good time.— 
They hare given a good account of them- 
selves in several reconnoiesances in which 
they have been engaged. Our regiment is 
greatly reduced in numbers, onlj about 300 
being fit for duty. My own company has 
but one of the effective men it contained a 
year and a half ago. It !• idle to talk to 
me against the employment of negroes as 
soldiers, when I look at the fete of tbe reg- 
iments here. It is » needless waste of life 
to send northern troops here to die, when 
soldiers can be had here who are already 
acclimated and ready to fight." 


PATMKKT OP Pmzg MONKY.—An act 


passed by the late congress makes a change 
in the method of distributing prize money 
in tbe navy, which should be widely known. 
The act provides that the share adjudged 
to each officer, seaman or marine, shall be 
paid to the Navy Department and credited 
by it in the account of the person to whom 
it belongs, so that it may be paid to him as 
hi« wages or salary is paid, by the parser 
of the jship or paymasters of the yard to 
which, he may be attached. This will do

NIORO SOLDIERS GROWINO re FAVOR.— 


An officer now at Hilton Head with his 
regiment writes, in a private letter from 
which we make the following extract, some 
very interesting particulars respecting the 
negro soldiers, which indicate a change o 
feeling among our volunteers at the south 
" The black soldiers are becoming quite 


popular here. Gen. Saxton bad a hundred 
applications in one week for positions in 
the black regiments ; and I woald go with 
them myself.if I could make suitable ar- 
rangements. The Maine regiments go in 
for them generally, as do all other sensible 
men. Old soldiers do not objecl to the ne- 
groes fighting for them, or with them ; bnt 
some of the new ones, who never smell 
powder or heard the whizzing of a shell, do 
object, and think they would prefer to do 
all the fighting themselves. But, on the 
whole, the negroes are becoming popular, 
very fast, and it is thought by'experienced 
men, 
of good judgment, that the 1st regi- 


ment of South Carolina volunteers' is the 
most effective one in the tenth'army corps^ 
and I have seen no cause to doubt it. They 
are soldiers by nature j.they. are fond of 
music, and it would do you good to «ee 
:hem march, they keep such .good time.— 
They have given a good account of them- 
selves in several reconnoissances in which 
they have been engaged. Our regiment is 
;reatiy reduced in numbers, only about 300 
Jeing fit for duty. My own company has 
3at one of the effective men it contained a 
year and a half ago. 
It is idle to talk to 


me against the employment of negroes as 
soldiers, when I look at the fate of the reg- 
ments here. It is a needless waste of lira 
to send northern troops fcc-re to die, when 
soldiers can be had .here who are already 
acclimated and ready to fight."
